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DETAILED ACTION 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Claim 1: 

Prior art does not disclose or suggest either alone or combined as claimed 
"wherein the assembly is arranged so that the at least one printhead module is 
removable from the assembly upon removal of the drive electronics, the electrical 
conductors and the loading plate." 

• Claims 2-5 are allowed due on their dependency on allowed base claim 1. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US Patent 5,734,394 to Silverbrook et al. (US Patent 6,439,908) discloses a 
printhead assembly (10 in figure 1) comprising a chassis (14 in figure 1) on which an ink 
reservoir is secured. The printhead modules (12 in figure 1) are, in turn attached to the 
reservoir. Each printhead module is comprised of a microelectromechanical chip (18 in 
figure 2) bonded by adhesive to a Tape automated Bond film (22 in figure 2), the TAB 
film (22) being electrically connected to the chip (18). Each module (12) forms a sealed 
unit with four independent ink chambers (30 in figure 7) defined in the cover molding (28 
in figure 5), the ink chambers (30) supplying ink to the chip (18).
